238 degrees P, or the thread stage, the 
syrup dropped from a fork should form 
a thread at the third drop. A sugar 
thermometer is more accurate, but 
the majority of cooks use their own 
judgment. 

Before testing the recipe, assemble’ 
the working kit: measuring cup, sauce- 
pan, fork or sugar thermometer, cover 
for saucepan, medium bowl, egg beater, 
grater, sharp knife, lemon squeezer. 

Wash the oranges—two large ones 
should yield sufficient yellow rind and 
juice—and grate the yellow, sweet- 
scented rind, avoiding the white under 
covering. Measure. Then squeeze the 
juice and measure. 

Place the sugar and water in the 
saucepan, .mix until dissolved and 
bring to a boil. Cover and let boll two 
or three minutes without ‘stirring. Test 
at the end of two minutes. Probably 
three minutes will be required to reach 
the thread stage. 

When the syrup shows the thread 
add the grated orange rind and the or- 
ange juice gently. Cover and let cool 
slowly. This cooling process should not 
be hastened by setting the saucepan in 
cold water or in the refrigerator. 

As soon as the orange syrup is cold. 
whip the cream tn the bowl with the 
egg beater until stiff but not buttery. 
Gredually fold in the orange syrup and 
pour in.o the trays of the refrigerator. 
Two small trays or one large tray will 
be sufficient for the five serviggs. Les 
freeze three hours when the dessert will 
prove most temptingly dainty.
